It is very discouraging to raise money for school purposes 
when there is so little interest shown by the parents. It is

efit now and hereafter, for they are to occupy our placesina 
short time. We dourge the parents and all who pay taxes to 
interest themselves in our schools and visit them often to see 
how their money is being used.
